AN UNUSUAL HONOUR 


Lost month it was announced that 
the Chinese Goverament had. issued 
9 mandate warmly commending Dr. 
J.C. Ferguson for his “recent cone 
tribution of more than. 1,000 Chinese 
art objects to. the University of 
Nanking.” This gesture from the 
distinguished American art collector 
hhas thus evoked from the Government. 
the bestowal of a mark of distinction 
hitherto reserved. itis said, for Chin= 
ese alone. Dr. Ferguson i a trustee 
of Nanking University, so his gift has 
been particularly appreciated, apart 
altogether from’ the signal. services 
which he has rendered to the study 
of Chinese art during his long resi 
qnd| dence in China. He ig. now sin his 

seventieth year and although he has 
‘appropriately chosen Peiping for his 
place of residence his relations ‘with 
‘Shanghai are such that he still is able 
to come here and remind his old 
friends of the existence of other signs 
of Chinese culture, renewal of old 
acquaintanceships. ‘It will be recalled 
that the Government's mandate laid 
stress on Dr. Ferguson's interest in 
Chinese education as being the direct 
inspiration of the honour accorded to 
him. 
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HEALTH PROGRAMMES 


‘This year in November the centen- 
ary of the establishment of the frst 
‘mission hospital in China, by Petes, 
Parker, will be celebrated. On that 
prospective event, Dr. Edward H. 
Hume made an interesting commen. 
tary by giving the Notional Christian 
Council on Saturday a rapié survey 
‘of present-day public health work in 
‘China. Dr. Hume pointed out that 
the Government had developed a 
National Health Programme in which 
the mission hospitals were intensely 
Interested. Economically the 330 
mission ‘hospitels could “not be re- 
placed ty state institutions. More. 
over these hospitals commanded the 
confidence of the people. Dr. Hume's 
onelusion was that the mission hos- 
pltal should ft itself into the Govern. 
jent’s programme. By adopting 
@efinite policy of co-operation the 
‘missions would strengthen the Gov 
emment’s resources fer a rapid de. 
velopment of a National Public 














In Hunan, the provincial authorities 
have developed this policy. ‘The 
Health Commissioner has lately made, 
a survey and reported that in 16 ou 
of 75 districts mission hospitals are 
‘available. He has proposed that 
these mission hospitals should co- 
operate with the “provincial health 
programme, while retaining, of course, 
their own "property rights and. in- 
situtional freedom. Practically this 
will mean that, in addition to acting 
at a hospital each of these missionary 
institutions will be a public health 
Jeentre. ‘The scheme includes the 
[creation of hospital boards of man- 
‘agement on which representatives of 
‘the ‘mission and of the community 
will sit. In return the ‘provincial 
authorities are recommended to make 
8 monthly grant to” the hospital. 
Negotiations on these lines are said 
to have been berun with these hos- 
pitals. This is an interesting step 
forward and deserves sympathetic 
study by all who have at heart the 

Wvancement of public health activic 
‘les in this country.

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NEW SHANSI RAILWAY IN RUINS 


Observer Describes Conditions of Lines: Tunnel Fails 
to Meet: Rolling Stock Rapidly Deteriorating 


Residents in the ports, who rarely 
it ever find it necessary to. make| 
{rips in the interior especially beyond 
the usual rail heads, are at times 
inclined to be sceptical concerning 
reports which are supposed to. des 
ceribe actual conditions obtaining in, 
iiven areas. ‘They feel that such 
conditions can never be quite as bad| 
as they are made out to be by the| 
“what a pity” type of individual and} 
certainly not as hopeful as. indicated 
at times by others. It follows. that| 
touches of excellence—all too rare— 
or the most hopeless muddie and 
show of incompetence in the initia. 
tion and carrying out of industrial 
schemes may at times couse nothing 
Jess than mild surprise and under 
certain conditions the shock may be, 
reat, 

Quiet recently the writer had oc 
casion to visit the Taku area in| 
Shansi, a trip which took him over 
the ‘most northerly section of the 
southern half of the new-construc- 
ted ‘Tung-Pu(Tatung-Puchowfu) 
Railway, and discovered from actual, 
observation and local talle thé 
ports in this case had not been ex: 
aggerated, Between Talyuanfu and 
‘Yu Tau, a distance of under 20 miles 
there is an amazing criss-cross of 
railways and roads. ‘The Tung-Pu line 
after crossing to the south of the| 
Chengtai line crosses and recrosses the| 
‘motor road no less than three times 
fone bridge and two level crossings) 
and for a length of several miles 
where the railway embankment hi 
been made on the side of the road, 
the Intter appeared to be in a very. 
bad state. At the last crossing (Yu. 
‘Teu) the ramps up the railway em- 
bankment are so steep that it appears 
doubtful whether car drivers can 
see approaching traffic until they are| 
fon the point of crossing the track. 


At a Walking Pace 

A. daily train which leaves 
‘Taiyuantu in the early. morning: 
reaches Taiku in over four hours. ‘The| 
‘speed is literally walking pace and it 
is possible to alight and Keep up 
with the train. Between Taiyuan-and| 
‘Yu Tau speeds are rather higher and 
several Chinese not knowing how to| 
step off a moving vehicle, have been 
admitted to the Mission Hospital for 
treatment of severe concussions and 
cuts. “Chichsiu (90 miles) is reached 
in about nine hours. “At the latter 
place it was reported that road traffic 
could proceed only as far as Ling 
‘Shih, 20 miles further south, and| 
that from Ling Shih through Chao| 
Cheng to Hung Tung, some 50 miles 
still further south, the road had been 
‘used for the rail bed. Motor buses 
fare operating on the southern section 
of the road from Hung Tung tt 
Puchowfu and to a point on the Yel- 
low River opposite Tung Kuan, but 
apparently through road trafic is 
not to be restored. Pending  the| 
completion of the line in this section, 
8 gap of several miles has to be cov. 
ered in rickshaw or on foot. 

‘The track itself has been badly laid. 
It appears that sleepers have 
Placed on the actual surface of the 
earth embankment, very little has 
been done in the way of ballasting 
and the rails viewed along theit

‘The campaign against the Com- 
‘munists seems to be shifting in the 
direction of Yunnan, whither the 
Red forces, eluding the Govern- 
‘ment’s cordon in Kweichow, have 
managed to make their way. ‘The 
process, in rugger parlance, has ap~ 
proximated to that known as 
“wheeling the scrum", for the 
Yunnan contingents formerly at- 
tempting to prevent a Communist 
invasion, now find themselves with 
the enemy between them and their 
own Province. The Generalis- 
simo’s plans have met with a good 
‘measure of success, but once again 
the Reds have been favoured by 
some degree of fortune as well as 
by their ability to exploit the 
the advantages always accruing 
from guerrilla warfare to what 
might be termed irregular troops. 
Of the intensity of the fighting it 
{is diffeult to form a definite judg- 
ment. Information naturally comes 
‘through = many sources and| 
figures of losses on both sides tend 
to be inflated by various cat 
‘among them the inevitable duplica~ 
tion of despatches. It Is fairly] 
‘well established that, in the engage- 
ment near Kwelyang a fortnight or| 
80 ago, the Generalissimo inflicted | 
a sharp defeat on the Reds, This 
effectually proved ‘to them that 
‘Kwelchow was no longer a health 
resort. Their anxiety for a change 
of air in Yunnan probably develo} 
‘ed from that experience. General} 
Chiang Kal-shek thus has his 
tention diverted further from 
Szechuen, where the threat to} 
Chengtu ‘appears to have been 
temporarily checked. No doubt the 
understanding which exists be- 
tween him and the Kwangst 
authorities will, to some extent, 
lighten the burden of operations in 
Yunnan, The Yunnan forces, with 
the help of Government reinforce- 
ments should not find it difficult to 
keep the Reds from the provincial 
ital, although obviously there 
ire anxious moments ah 
‘Whether General Chiang Ki 
shek, by use of his air-force, will 
decide personally to visit Yun- 
nanfu for the better direction of| 
the operation must depend largely 
‘on the situation in Kweichow itself. 
Apparently there is no reason why 
he should not contemplate such a 
move, unless he feels that It will 
take ‘him too far away from the| 
Szechuen border where, owing to| 
the poor morale of the local forces 
the Generalissimo's guidance and 
Personal driving force are still in 
much demand. Special steps have 
been taken to restore telegraphic 
communication between Chungking 
and Kweiyang. The construction 
of the Szechuen-Kweichow hig! 
‘way has been taken in hand. ‘The 
Generalissimo has already at 
nounced his intention of transfer 
ring his headquarters to Chungking 
as soon as the situation in the 
South-west has cleared. The 
Reds’ invasion of Yunnan may, 
‘cause him to postpone the transfer 
for the time being. Meanwhile it| 
is satisfactory to note that the

[Canton and Nanking is being care- 
fully watched. Crities of the Gov- 
ernment may be inclined to believe| 
that Canton views the situation 
Jwith mixed teclings. The Gen- 
jeralissimo is plainly in far closer 
touch with Kwangsi than he has: 
been for some time. Yet, except 
to incurably suspicious minds, 
Jseems obvious that the dispersal of 
the Reds and the restoration of 
Jsomething like a settled condition 
in the afflicted provinces is his 
Jmain objective. He has been| 
‘greatly impressed by the possibili~ 
‘ties in Szechuen, where, given 
[decent administration and a fair| 
deal to the people, that rich prov- 
inee may be speedily relieved of| 
the terrible disabilities of ross 
Jover-taxation and mismanagement. 
Meanwhile the political relations: 
between Kuangtung and Kwangsi 
have been cordial. How far they’ 
jextend to a definite rapprochement | 
jwith Nanking cannot be judged. 
No doubt the controversies of the| 
‘not so very recent past still have| 
thelr influence. The Government at 
Nanking has, however, steadily’ 
maintained its attitude of tolerance| 
|which Ieaves to Canton a consider- 
Jable freedom of action, even to the| 
point of prejudicing certain in- 
ferests of the Central administra- 
tion. General Chen Chi-tang of| 
‘Kuangtung, like General Li Tsung- 
jen of |Kwangsi, manages to| 
maintain a military understanding | 
‘with the Generalissimo and, yet, to| 
keep an effective grip on the 
political sympathies of the South- 
‘West Political Council. ‘The signi 
ficance of the Government's 
Jeampaign in Kweichow, now ex~ 
tending to Yunnan, may arouse 
Jspeculations which are not primari- 
lly concerned with the Communist 
menace. But Canton is under no 
Jdelusions regarding the need for 
suppressing the Reds and it is im- 
probable that the co-operation 
which the Generalissimo is prepared. 
materially to recognize will be 
allowed to weaken. At the same 
time, the concentration of General 
Chiang Kai-shek’s forces. in the 
[South-West has brought about a 
marked change in the situation. It. 
adds substance to the prestige 
jwhich he has acquired during the 
past year in the North, as well as 
in the Yangtze Valley. If Canton 
can bring itself to view the ques- 
tion in the light of China's need 
{for unification and, also, assess ac- 
jcurately its own independence of| 
action, there is no reason to believe 
that it will find General Chiang 
Kai-shek averse from an even, 
clearer understanding than at ores 
Jent exists. In other words he is 
Inot disposed to claim for the Cen- 
‘tral Government more than that 
which Canton is ready to regard as 
consistent with its own genius and 
capacity for independent admin- 
{stration. The Generalissimo is 
probably confident that the course 
of events will do more to commend 
fhis policy to those who are inclined 
to be highly critical of him than 
Jany elaborate process of self-justi- 
{ication or explanation.

In the 
light of the known conditions of! 
[China's monetary machinery and 
)banking organization there is much 
to be said for this view. Those 
incalculable powers of resistance 
and resilience which China has long, 
Jshown ability to command may 
thereby be given beneficial scope. 
Nevertheless it would be foolish to 
ignore the dangerous incentive to 
[sm ggling now given in renewed 
force by this enhanced disparity 
between the world-price of silver 
‘and the ruling rate for the Chinese 
dollar. 

Turning to the London Agree- 
ment which China ratified last year 
it will be recalled somewhat grimly 
[that that document was expressly 
[designed to secure the stability and 
‘not the enhancement of the price 
fof the silver: 

‘Whereas it is to the advantage of 

China that sales from monetary’ 

stocks of silver be offset. by  pur- 

chases as herein ‘with 

view to its effective stabilization 
‘Thus ran the Agreement to which 
India, China and Spain, “as holders! 
of large stocks or users of silver” 
and Australia, Canada, the United 
‘States, Mexico and Peru, “as pri 
cipal ‘producers of silver,” were 
signatories. The obligation lald on 
‘the silver holding countries was 
jenforeed by limiting their action in 
selling. For India was prescribed 
fan annual maximum of 35 million 
‘ounces and for Spain 7 million. The 
silver-purchasing programme of the 
United States involves the total 
acquisition of at least 1,400 mil- 
Von ounces, equivalent to about six 
oF seven years’ world production. In 
the light of these figures the restric 
tions placed upon the silver holders, 
including China, receive an ironical 
note of exclamation. Indeed, it 
‘would not be unfair to argue that 
the spirit of the London Agreement 
had been amazingly ignored. Prob- 
‘ably Mexico is under this impres- 
sion, but is prepared, at present, to 
take action without’ labouring the 
point. “India, apparently, fancies 
‘that, in some’ way, the Agreement 
may still operate’ to protect her 
Interests. China might do well to| 
‘consider some such eventuality. 

‘At the time when ratification of 
the document was being discussed 
at Nanking in the early part of 
1934, it was suggested that the 
Government should reconsider the 
position in view of the possibilities 
‘of the American purchase-pro- 
gramme which was then beginning 
to find definite sponsorship in 
Washington. It was, however. 
hoped that the protests which 
Chinese merchants and bankers had 
addressed to President Roosevelt 
would sufficiently dispose of the 
jcontention that the artificial en- 
‘hancement of the price of silver 
would benefit Sino-American trade 
relations. ‘The protests were sym~ 
pathetically heard. An emissary 
‘was specially sent from Washing- 
ton to investigate China's monetary 
conditions for President Roosevelt's 
Personal guidance. But, as the non- 
official but highly influential Econo- 
‘mle Mission now touring here trom 
the United States, will instantly 
gree, nothing has been done to 
‘mitigate China's embarrassment. No 
doubt the American Government 
‘felt bound to follow the prevailing | 
fashion of economic nationalism and 
consider its own interests, first and 
last. No reasonable critic, can 
throw stones at Washington plate-

bby all parties. China may find that 
‘thought of value in devising a sub- 
stitute for the arid process of filing 
sympathetically-received but un- 
hheeded protests. 


POTS AND KETTLES 
April 24. 

Japanese and British statesmen 
‘have, from time to time, had the 
privilege of receiving letters from 
Dr. Robert Hornabrook on the 
jsubject of international affairs. 
After a distinguished career in 
preventive medicine and, during the 
Great War, in the Royal Army 
Service Corps, Dr. Hornabrook has 
managed, in the cause of a busy 
general practice in Melbourne, to 
lapply his experience and epistolary 
zeal to the examination of world 
problems. To the “Japan Adver- 
{tiser” he has disclosed this amiable 
hobby and, what is more, has con- 
fided the text of a letter lately ad- 
dressed to an unknown British 
statesman who is given the label 
‘influential” with the sub-title, 
“connected with the League of 
Nations”. Dr. Hornabrook deals 
with the Manchurian issue. The 
“influential” statesman is invited to 
observe that Great Britain “missed 
a golden opportunity” and the 
Lytton Commission “made a mess 
of things” over Manchuria, The 
letter proceeds: 

“Coercion or velled threats of! 
coercion are not going to help the 
situation, and the man or Govern- 
‘ment that thinks it is a fool. 

“We are not such perfect angels 
‘ourselves, and when it comes to 
dirty work some of us who took 
active part in the South African 
‘War and were in that country prior 
to that war are not too protd elther 
of ourselves or of the actions of 
‘the British Government which led 
up to that war, 

“When we start to crucify Japan 
for her work, let us take the cloak of 
self-righteousness off our own 
shoulders. It is a case of the pot 
calling the kettle black. 

“The trouble with our so-called 
leaders at Home in the old Mother 
country is that we never see you 
fellows who land tho old Empire 
in a mess going through hell and 
taking your place in the front line 
trench when trouble does arise af 
the result of your folly.” 

It would be interesting to know 
whether Dr. Hornabrook had found 
time, in the midst of his indefatig- 
able correspondence, to read the 
Lytton Report. He would be 
surprised at the small support which 
that document gave to any idea 
of coercing Japan or of allowing 
pots to call kettles black. Looking 
back at the events following the 
/Mukden episode of September 
1931, it certainly would not appear 
{to observers outside Melbourne that 
there had been much talk of 
coercion, except in so far as the idea 
may have arisen from some of the 
more flamboyant gestures of the 
Japanese General’ Staff or from 
‘those periodical, but always illu- 
minating, indiscretions attributed 
to a “spokesman” in Tokyo. 

Dr. Hornabrook seems imperfect- 
ly equipped for the instruction of 
“influential” statesmen and for his 
self-imposed task of contributing to 
‘Anglo-Japanese “understanding”. 
‘He is credited with the view that 
the termination of the Anglo-Ji 
‘anese Alliance was “a great folly”. 
That is a familiar argument, but 
even if it be accepted it does not 
carry Dr. Hornabrook or anyone 
else very much further for the 


























jthe non sequiturs of the base can~ 
teen, he would find that much of 
his admiration for Japanese efforts 

Manchuria found full endorse- 
ment therein, He feels that ‘the 
League has lacked “commonsense 
‘and tact”. Without attempting to 
fill all the gaps in Dr. Hornabrook’s 
knowledge of Geneva, it may 
be enough to restate the ob- 
vious fact that the League is 
not a supermen's trade union but 
merely an association of quite 
human nations endeavouring to 
prevent that very “hell” of which 
Dr. Hornabrook so feelingly writes. 
The League 1s just what those 
members make it, And it is 
significant that, despite her with- 
drawal, Japan is freely co-operating 
‘with the League in important 
humanitarian activities, notably 
disarmament, 





If-righteousnes 
misses the mark. Japan, for 
reasons which appear to her 'to be 
sound, is inclined to retread once 
more the path of power-diplomacy 
which other nations within the 
League are endeavouring to avoid, 
in the belief that the collective 
system affords the best promise of 
Ja peaceful solution of world dift- 
culties. ‘There is no condemnation 
‘of Japan but rather regret that the 
faith which she so conspicuously 
showed as an original signatory of 
the Covenant, has faltered. “Her 
self-chosen spiritual isolation is not 
necessarily final. She is constantly 
showing signs of a statesmanlike 
desire to keep well abreast of 
the beneficent movements of 
[this new world creed. Less than 
[justice is done to her by 3 
alting her hesitancies to the status 
of defiant dogmas or by manufactu 
ing grievances for her out of the 
situation which her doubts have 
produced, Nor is this view incon- 
sistent with the belief that the 
League, with the rest of the world, 
is still’ in the process of learning 
‘from its mistakes—let Dr. Horna- 
brook be made a present of that 
‘admission. ‘The apparent rigidity 
of the collective system has sensibly 
decreased. Japan may even clair 
that her own difficulties’ have 
helped to set that process at work, 
There is less disposition to treat 
‘that system as a goal in itself and 
‘a greater effort to adapt it to the 
re-eminent service of peace. This 
/may—it should—develop means for 
@ surer reconeiliation of Japan's 
needs with the machinery for In- 
ternational co-operation, ‘Tn so far, 
therefore, as Dr, Hornabrook in 
Melbourne intends to pursue his 
valuable study of public affairs, it 
‘may be appropriate for him to con- 
sider the advantage of looking 
forward rather than wasting his 
time and “influential” statesmen's 
patience in ingenuous but essential- 
ly defective retrospects. It is not 
the slightest good inviting pots to 
call kettles black. The practical 
man will seek to make both give 
the culinary service desired, ac- 
cording to their different idiosyn- 
erasies, under the motive power of 
common inspiration—the advance- 
‘ment of elvilization’s progress,

No-one with 
any knowledge of ordinary debating 
practice in deliberative assemblies 
‘will consider that the discussion of 
the various resolutions tabled at 
that meeting did justice either to the 
respective motions or to the Council 
itself. It was obvious that the 
meeting, after seven o'clock, was 
torn between two desires—to thrash 
‘out. the telephone issue properly 
and fairly, and to get away for the 
fulfilment’of other and, possibly, no 
less pressing engagements, In such 
circumstances it would have been 
appropriate to have moved an 
adjournment to the next day, but, 
‘as things are, it is permissible to 
doubt whether the Ratepayers 
would have been able in the same 
strength to have taken advantage of 
‘the further opportunity or whether 
the Council's administration could 
fave made the necessary arrange- 
Jments. Yet it was clear that tho 


to be co-operating in the general 
plan of keeping the Reds on the 
move. It is by such pertinacity 
that the morale of a guerrilla force 
‘can be best undermined. When 
‘onlookers are inclined to lay stress 
fon the success of the Communists 
in evading the Government's oft- 
laid net, they tend to forget the 
demoralizing effect of a constant 
pursuit. ‘The initiative is in the 
Government's hands so long as 
pursuit is maintained and it is in 
that respect that weakness has in 
the past been shown. Until 
General Chiang Kai-shek took this 
matter in hand in Kiangsi by in- 
stilling a better morale into the 
Government _troops—leaders and 
men alike—the Reds had the 
upper hand and thelr raids on the 
superior forces opposed to them 
created the very feeling of harass- 
‘ment which, in their present plight 
"of being chivvied from Province: 


/Morgenthau’s judgment on the| 
Ineeds of the situation. In short, 
{the policy of purchase will be con- 
tinued to bring the price up to the 
figure required by the exigencies 
Jof Washington's solicitude for the 
lcomfort of the “Silver Senators.” 
China, facing an emergency which 
has steadily acquired momentum 
during the last few months, is for- 
tunately able to count on the co- 
lordinated action of the banks and 
their co-operation with the Govern- 
Jment here. For reasons which ap- 
pear cogent to him, President 
Roosevelt has decided’ to cut the 
fine between silver and commodity- 
prices. Silver, for the time. being, 
‘moves in a price-world of ifs own. 
[Unfortunately silver happens to be 
the basic metal of China's currency. 
Whether, by the maintenance of 
measures hitherto taken, it is pos- 
ible to keep China's currency in 
its own little backwater, while the 
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agenda could not be disposed of in 
the time allotted, unless consider 
able sacrifice of oratory and argu 
ment were made. Traditions of 
past meetings may have encouraged 
the view that what was good 
enough for old Shanghai was good 
enough for new.. It is illogical to 
persist in that attitude and at the 
same time to inveigh against the 
‘apathy ot the public: toward 
Municipal affairs. Ratepayers are 
entitled to bring forward motions 
and, although, often, a few words 
from the Chairman may suffice to 
satisfy the meeting, it has become 
increasingly clear of late that that 
kind of procedure is painfully lack- 
ing in substance. 

Without going any further than 
the last meeting this point may be 
illustrated by a brief examination of 

the actual course of discussions on 
‘the Municipal Orchestra and the 
‘Telephones. General rules of debate 
might conceivably have prevented 
the Rev. C. L. Boynton, under cover 
of a defence of the Orchestra, from 
developing an attack on thaRevenuie 
Department and on the Council's 
salary list, No doubt the Chair- 
man, realizing the go-as-you-please 
faditions governing the meeting, 
felt disinclined, after making a mild 
remonstrance, to stem the tide of 
Mr, Boynton’s oratory, ‘That would 
not have mattered if the Council 
{self had been prepared to put up 
‘spokesman to deal with the 
elaborate statistics presented by its 
assailant. No such idea seemed to 
hhave been contemplated and, what- 
ever may be the merits or demerits 
of Mr, Boynton’s arguments, they 
stand on record unanswered. Nor 
is it sufficient to argue that the 
meeting of its own accord rec~ 
ognized thelr defects. The fact is 
that they made an impression on 
many responsible ratepayers who 
would have welcomed an_ official 
reply. Support of the admirable 
principle of maintaining a well- 
paid civil service, is not ex- 
tended to the limits of ex- 
travagance such as Mr. Boynton 
sought to establish. Similarly Dr. 
Inul's amusingly juggled figures 
‘should not have been allowed to 
pass unchecked by authoritative in- 
tervention on the spot. Whether 
such an intervention would have 
affected the voting may be open 
to doubt, but it would at least have 
put it out of the power of the dis 
sidents to say that they had voted 
in ignorance of the true facts. ‘The 
Counell, indeed, has been unhappy 
in its handling of the telepnone 
Issue, ‘The Company has, apparent~ 
ly, been alert to answer ‘any points| 
talsed by the public. Yet, with the| 
fatetul date of tariff-revision in 
‘such elose proximity to the Rate- 
payers’ Meeting, there was no ef- 
fective provision made to prepare 
‘the public mind for the decision 
taken, Publication of the Com- 
pany's formal application was 
delayed. Little attention seems to) 
have been paid to the psychological 
factor of the American agitat 
‘over public utilities which haa 
tended to sharpen public curiosity 
regarding the relations between the 
International Telephone and Tele- 
‘raph Corporation and the Shang- 
hal Telephone Company. The Tele~ 
phone Company itself appeared to 
be ready to give full information. 
A plain statement on that point, 
‘would have been invaluable to the| 
Council, Moreover, in dealing with 
publie anxiety over the message! 
rate, the Council might have put 
promptly on record some apprecia- 
tion of the effects of that rate. 
For example, it is estimated on good 
authority that under the schedule 
as at present framed, fifty per cent. 
of the subscribers ‘to whom the 
‘message rate will apply will actual 
Jy find their monthly bills less than 
under the existing flat-rate system. 
The Council, admittedly, is in a 
Aifficult position as the result of| 
the resolution, owing to the legal 
implications of the franchise. It 
‘may find a solution by allowing the 
provisional increase to go forward— 
with the reservations already 
adopted—and by carrying out the 
inquiry desired, subject to the 
proviso that any adjustment sug- 
gested by that inquiry and found 
{o be legally acceptable, can be duly 
made with the Company in due 
‘course. 

‘The revision of the rules of pro- 
cedure is clearly indicated as the 
result of this unsatisfactory com- 
plication alone. It is, however, to

0 doing, have to be treated with 
ordinary respect, the arrangements 
for replying to questions and 
speeches in their annual meeting 
should be reviewed. More use 
should be made of the knowledge 
possessed by departmental heads. 
The Couneil’s officers who are ac- 
customed to attending Council 
meetings and expounding adminis- 
trative problems to the Members 
Jare obviously the proper spokes- 
men to reply to arguments and as- 
sertions suddenly emerging during 
the course of debate. “Mr. Boyn- 
‘ton might have profited by hearing 
the Controller on some of the 
points raised in his speech. Dr. 
Tnul’s nomadic figures could have! 
been put in their right places 
by the same expert. It would be} 
lacing an intolerable burden on 
the Chairman to expect -him to 
meet such arguments on specific 
points of detail. Mr. Arnhold did 
astonishingly well, but he was! 
placed at a disadvantage. As already, 
hinted, there is ground for arguing 
that, on points of order, much of 
the discussion could have been | 
stopped. It is exceedingly doubt-| 
ful whether Dr. Inui’s motion was| 
not in peril of disallowance on 
general principles. Yet the Chair- 
man of the meeting was probably 
right in not applying so rigid an | 
interpretation. There is all the more 
need, therefore, for the Council 
to overhaul its’ procedure at this 
annual meeting and protect itself 
fully against the charge of failing 
to do itself and its administration 
Sustice. “A. standing committee on 
rules of procedure might be use-| 
fully formed and instructed to ex- 
famine the whole subject in the 
light of what must be regarded as 
‘an unimpressive performance.

Bootless is it to 
discuss the conditions which made 
for eventual failure and evacuation 
on January 8, 1916. On this day 
It is fitting to recali the gallantry 
‘and fortitude which knew no defeat 
and won admiration from a 
‘courageous foe. The regiments 
which with the help of the Royall 
Navy made the landings at the 
Beaches were the Dublin Fusiliers, 
the Munster Fusiliers and the 
‘Hampshire Regiment at “V" the 
Lancashire Fusiliers at “W", the 
Royal Fusiliers, the Inniskillings 
and the Border Regiment at “X” 
the Scottish Borderers and two| 
Battalions of Royal Marines at “Y”, 
‘and the South Wales Borderers ai 
Of the terrific odds which 
were faced at Beaches “W" and 
“V" the honours of the regiments 
concerned are eloquent. Altogether 
9,000 men were put ashore at the 
five beaches and, by the end of 
that April 25, 3,000 were killed or 
‘wounded but—they had landed. 
Meanwhile at Kum Kale, under 
General d’Amade, the French had 
a stiff fight but also landed—with 
prigoners to their credit—and two 
days later were able to transfer 
themselves to “V" Beach in re- 
inforcement of the sorely shattered 
forces there. As for the Beaches 
let a contemporary poet speak: 
"YT, Beach, the Scottish Borderer 
While panting up the steep hillside. 
Sy" Beach! 
To call this thing a beach is stir 
Its nothing but a Bloody allt. 
‘Why beach? 
‘And the same comment applied to| 
‘any of the others, including Anzac 
itself. The original intention had 
been to land the Australian and 
New Zealand Army Corps near 
Gaba Tepe in order to strike across 
the neck of the Peninsula towards 
Maidos. No artillery preparation 
‘was attempted, for it was hoped 
that the. Turkish forces would be 
preoccupied by the landings of the 
20th Division at those alphabetical 
beaches. A happy accident helped

Cove. Round Cape Helles lay the

fire. From just before dawn to 
half-past seven, under increasing in- 
tensity of hostile batteries, the grim 
landings were made, to the number 
‘of 8,000 men. By two in the after= 
noon the whole Australian Division 
Jof 12,000 men and two batteries of 
Indian mountain artillery had heen 
disembarked. The New Zealanders 
followed and, within twenty-four 
hours, 20,000 men and a small pro- 
portion of artillery had landed. 
The Anzacs soon established them- 
selves in line at the top of the 
‘cliffs in spite of the bravery of the 
defenders, but they were not long 
before they met the full force of 
the Turkish strength. 


In the defending reserve near 
‘Mtaidos was a Division commanded 
by Mustapha Kemal Bey. lttie| 
Knowing the destiny which awaited 
him. On his own initiative he put 
himsett at the head of a Teximent 
lot infantry ‘with uns in support, 
and, on arriving at the scene of the 
Anzac, Intrusion he gave orders 
which’ brought the whole of the 
Turkish reserves against the ine 
vaders at AH Burnu. Mr. Winston 
Churchill telis the taie: 

Bitter and confused was. the. 
struggle whieh followed, ‘The longs 
limived. athletic Anzacs thrust Ins 
land inal ection, wih tres 
ardour as ‘sprung pell-mell 
ashore ‘ftom the. boats, “intent on 
Selzing every inch of round that

the deep gulleys, among the rocks 
and scrub, many small bloody fights 
were fought to the end. ‘Quarter 
Was neither asked nor givens parties 
of Australians ut off were Killed 
fo “the last man: no prisoners 
‘wounded or unwounded were taken 
by the Turks. 

The Aghting raged through the 
ay and the night. At midnight, 
Birdwood, the future Field Marshal, 
felt that his Anzacs were shattered 
beyond repair. Ian Hamilton, in 
supreme command, sent words of 
encouragement. “Dig in and stick 
it out", was his message. The 
response came and, again 0 quote 
‘Mr. Churehil, 

From that moment through all 
the months that followed the power 
id not exist in the Turkish Empire 











to shake from its soll the grip of 
the Antipodes. 
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Later indeed the Anzacs were to 
cover themselves with further glory 
in Gallipoli and elsewhere. The 
storming of Lone Pine Ridge, for 
example, was another feat of arms 
on the ill-omened Peninsula, To 
day all this courage and endurance 
is fitly symbolized: by the tributes 
to Anzac, It is in itself an epic of 
‘which all who took part, on what- 
ever side, have reason to be proud, 
leaving out of account the errors 
‘and tragedies of those. who let 
vietory slip from their grasp. The 
Army was splendidly sipported by 
the Royal Navy and, in illustration 
of the spirit of Gallipoli it is sum- 
clent to recall the circumstances 
which led to the award of one of 
the many Victoria Crosses won otf 
this day of 1915, Commander 
Unwin who, with’ Able Seaman 
Williams, plunged into the sea to 
secure the lighters connecting the 
River Clyde with the ‘shore, per~ 
formed such deeds of heroism that 
the recommendation for his V. C. 
was” actually received by ‘the 
General in “at least halt a dozen 
dirty scrapg of paper” from com- 
paratively junior officers written 
in the heat of action which some of 





them did not survive. Yes; 
Australia, New Zealand and thelr 
comrades in the field have reason 








to be proud of Anzac Day and to 
salute the memories therein 
enshrined.

cricket weather. Shanghai, in 
sympathy with this change of mood, 
has really shaken off the shackles 
of winter, even though it is inore 
cautious ‘in its approach to the 
cricket field. Shirt-sleeves are 
making a modest appearance. in 
office, a tussore sult as been seen 
in Nanking Road on the ample 
proportions of a Sikh. It is unde 
stood that the feminine mind turns 
more confidently to gossamer than 
to furs, although dogmatic views on 
the calorific significance of women's 
attire cannot possibly be expressed 
by laymen, Windows. are being 
‘more firmly kept open, to the grave 
dismay of sensitive cars, thus ex- 
posed again to the horrid cacophony 
which Shanghai knows 80° well 
how to emit, ‘The hope of clear 
skies apd sunshine is tempered with 
the thought that rain now and then 
may help to discourage too fervid 
aspirations on the part of the 
advancing summer. Shanghat hap- 
pily knows that Siccawel keeps Up 
Us sleeve various devices for delay 
ing the approach of those breathless 
nights and days which arouse 
lnritating references to humidity, 
from exponents of the obvious and 
generally create a tropical atmos- 
Phere without its attendant ameni- 
ties. Whether England will be 
able to rely on Jubilee weather 
may be a moot point, seeing tha 
in the last three. years, the tr 
tions of the English summer have 
been rudely shaken. Shanghai is 
prepared for rain in May, but 
{rusts that due regard will be paid 
to the loyal solicitude of its British 
citizens a week hence, 

‘The change of mood trom winter 
to summer has its curious whims 
and oddities. There is amore 
strenuous note abroad when the 
temperature inside is higher than 
fn the draughty streets, when the 
early morning “nip” has weakened 
and the gentle amble on the China 
Pony requires no sweater for pro- 
fection against the breeze. Calmer 
becomes the state of mind foward 
the world’s anxieties, There seems 
to be less cause to be apprehensive 
when the mulling up process can 
be discarded even by valetudina- 
tians, Thinner clothes somehow 
make the heart lighter, and woes 
lose some of their more formidably 
menacing traits. There are dis- 
advantages, though, No longer is 
the bus ride made tolerable by the 
feeling that packed humanity is 
averting the danger of catching 
cold. Overerowding ceases to be 
a mixed blessing and becomes an 
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themselves more relentlessly 6n| 
‘the summer air and affront the 
sensitive nose of the Shanghai- 
lander who cannot immediately 
look to the steamer time-tables for 
holiday relief. The amazing adapt- 
ability of the human race to these: 
changes of temperature continues, 
on the whole, to display itself. 
‘Those who were lately revelling 
in winter's joys will persuade 
themselves easily that they adore 
the opportunities of basking in the 
sun and grilling in the heat. They 
‘will cheerfully forget, for the time 
being, the various delights of the 
longer evenings and hail the ear~ 
Mer office hours and the greater 
measure of daylight as blessings 
beyond the power of any depres 
sion to destroy. 

‘May that attitude prevail! If all 
the prognostications of the pundits 
are” to be believed, this coming 
summer will provide a grand test 
‘of Shanghal’s philosophical mind. 
Departing leave-takers have im- 
pressed on all their friends that} 
when they return they confidently 
expect to find that the ogre of trade 
stagnation has been ruthlessly ex~ 
pelled. Before that can happen, 
the sages aver, Shanghai will have 
to face some’ uncomfortable mo- 
ments. Summer here may render 
yeoman service. Even a gold bar 
may find it dimcult to resist the 
melting appeal of a three-digited 
shade temperature. Yet this possi 
bility is canvassed with some 
compunction, Shanghai may have 
‘a short memory, but not short 
enough to permit it to forget the 
Norrors of last summer. Indeed the 
satisfaction of defeating the de~ 
pression can be too dearly bought, 
‘The august personages of Sica 
are hereby petitioned to regard the| 
summer of 1984 as an error of| 
Judgment which should not be re~ 
eated, It should be sternly re~ 
Jected as a precedent. Let its 
memory rather be embalmed as a 
symbol of Shanghat’s direst punish 
ment and, if possible, let_ this 
summer of 1925 be allowed to 
exercise a benefleent influence over 
sorely troubled minds. Should it 
be necessary to endure further 
anxieties before reaching that 
Jooked~for state of recovery, then. 
it 4s all the more unnecessary for 
Siccawet to join in the disciplinary 
treatment. — Economie salvation 
might perchance be assisted by 
‘meteorological statesmanship. Sicca- 
wel can handle typhoons as easily 
as Captain Damoo G. Dhotree 
handles Patrick, Mr. Isako's tetcible 
tiger. A typhoon or two, judicious- 
ly directed at the right moment in 
defence of Shanghai's financial in- 
tegrity, might work wonders. It 
could ‘bring a timely coolness, 
perhaps, when the atmosphere 
Seemed to be dangerously com- 
bustible. Generally, too, Siccawel’'s 
good offices might’ be invoked so 
that the summer's moods were 
duly productive of those soothing 
influences which mean so much to. 
‘troubled markets, In fact, Siccawel, 
conspiring with the admirable quar- 
dians of the Public Health, might 
definitely endeavour to make this 
summer a real tonle and thus en- 
sure Shanghai's quick recovery. 
However, that may be, it is fitting, 
on the threshold of May, to give 
winter a curt bow of dismissal and 
welcome the milder régime with 
open arms.

‘The Rayburn Bill, as has been 
explained in ‘these’ columns, has 
been introduced’ in the House of 
Representatives at Washington for 
the purpose of prescribing severe 
restrictions on the operations of 
ublic utility companies It has met 
with spirited’ eriticism from. the 
Yeaders of important undertakings 
in America, -and it is pertinent {0| 
ote that the utility companies have 
bbeen subjected to something like 
fn organized system of terrorism in 
the course of the ‘campaign which 
has now ‘culminating. expres-_ 
sion in the Rayburn Bill.” Mr. 
‘Wendell Wilkie was very outspoken 
fon March 14 in giving his evidence 
fo the Committee on interstate and 
Forelgn Commerce which was deal 
sng with the Bill, “Me. Wilkie is 
the “president of an important 
electrical enterprise known as the 
‘Commonwealth & Southern Corpora- 
tidn. After expressing the view that 
lecirical companies had left attacks 
lunanswered because they. believed 
the truth would eventually prevail, 
‘Mr. Wilkie remarked: 





belied among executives of the larger 
American. corporations, - particularly |

Another investigator, after giving the 
company & similar tribute, came out 
Jn public with a suggestion that the 
‘Commonwealth & Southern Corpora- 
‘lon had only put their house in order 
after they had learned that the in- 
vestigation was going to be carried 
‘out as the result of the Rayburn Bill 
of 1992, ‘The facts were that the 
admirable arrangements in question 
had been inaugurated in April, 1930, 
nearly two years earlier, Moreover, 
it is pointed out that the suggestion 
that the holding company problem is 
a new one is entirely without 
foundation. “Twenty years ago, 76 
per cent, of the electric utility’ in- 
dustries in the United States were 
controlled by holding companies, and 
most of the major utility holding 
‘companies are the successors of com= 
panies which have been in existence 
in America for 25 or 80 years. Most 
effectively Mr. Wilkie gives a re- 
markable testimony to the ‘benefits 
derived from the co-operation of the 
big utility companies. “In a letter a 
dressed to the Alabama Power Com 
pany, and dated Warm, Springs, 
Georgia, November, 1928, the follow:

Meanwhile the railway authorities

‘There are known to be 
18 American residents in Yunnanfu

together in the whole province. At 
present, there are between 20 and 40 
British ‘nationals at Yunnantu, with 
‘a number more scattered through 
the province, chiefly at mission sta- | 
tions:

Recent Wrecks Cause

Hongkong, Apr. ‘I 
In view of the frequent marine 
disasters near East Pratas Islands, the 
East Pratas Islands Sea Products

In front of 
Harbin there isa long streteh, of 
dryland in the contre of the 
Fiver while the water in the 
Tnlets on the opposite bank Is so low 
that | ‘all the steamers and barges 
placed there last autumn for winte: 
ing, are now high and dry on the 
botiom with no signs of any possibil~ 
My of getting them floated. "It is 
usual for the water to rise when the 
fee breaks up as the small streams 
send down a great flow of water 
from the melted snow, but this year 
there j¢ nothing of the kind and the 
water is actually falling still more. 

‘A special meeting of the Naviga- 
tion Bureau ‘was held a couple of 
days ago, but nothing was done, it 
being decided to wait till the water 
rose suffielently for vessels to float. 
But ie there a likelihood of this hai 
pening? No snow during the winter, 
fo fatno rain this spring and weath 
er prophets prognostocating a dry 
summer make the general public 
‘anxious as to the coming season. As 
the steamers and barges are absolute: 
ly’ stuck, transport facilities on the 
river are lacking, this causing great 
delay in shipments of grain from the 
lower reaches of the river.

‘According to “the British and 
Foreign Bible Socivty's report, which

‘of 304,204 as compared with 1033. 

‘A feature was the advance in the 
numbers of complete Bibles sold, For 
the frst time in the history of the 
Society, more Chinese Bibles were 
sold than New ‘Testaments, 

‘Commenting on the efficacy of the

dawned across the wide grasslands. 
Shih-dzong of the Yuan Dynasty, one 
‘of the great Mongol rulers, A.D. 1260, 
appointed the high Buddhist priest, 
Fassi-pa, as the Throne Buddha of 
‘Tibet, and ruler of the people; thus 
began the hierarchy known as the 
Red Sect. 

‘A great reformation took place in 
the Land of the Nomads during the 
Chinese Ming Dynasty, A.D. 1368- 
164. In Amdo, Dzong-ka-ba was 
born, and next to Songdzen Gambo 
and Behma Jungneh, his is probably 
the greatest name in the Land of| 
the Lamas. Finding that the lamas 
and drabas were "following sorcery 
more than the ‘True Path, such 35 
swallowing Knives and spitting Are 
and other necromantic practices, he 
immediately started a new sect, 
known as the Yellow Hats. He had 

‘disciples, one was called the 

‘and’ the other the Panchan. 
Morality was now very high and the 
lamas preached the cowl and the 
bowl, ineuleating the principle of 
living by mendicancy. It would ap- 
pear that the idea of reinearnation 
began about this time and was un- 
derstood as follows: On the death of 
the Dalai or the Panchan, their souls,| 
with all their acquired ' knowledge, 
experience, and memories, simply 
passed into some living being, usually

Regulations Promulgated by 
Chinese Bureau 


Foreign missionaries leasing land 
under the jurisdiction of the Shanghai 
Cily Government will have to xe 
ister with the Bureau of and and 
ay a registration fee of one per 
Cent. of the total rent for the whole 
Period of the lease, according to reg- 
tations promulgated by the Bureau 
In the Chinese papers yesterday. It 
Ig understood the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs and the Ministry of Interior 
have approved these regulations, 
which were sanctioned and submit: 
ted to Nanking by the City Govern- 
ment some time ago. 

‘The regulations read: 

Art, 1:—Foreign missionaries, if 
permitted by existing ‘Treaties, may 
Tease land for the establishment of 
churches, hospitals, and -schools. 

‘Art 2:—While the procedure of the 
leasing of land is defined by there 
regulations, the regulations governing 
the leasing of land by foreign mis- 
sionaries in the interior, promulgated 
by the Ministry of Foreign «Affairs 
must also be observed.

‘At the meetings of the National 
IChrisian Council on Friday and 
[Saturday, two of the most important 
problems confronting the Christian 
‘movement in China were presented, 
Dr. C. § Miao. Secretary of the 
National Committee for Christian 
Religious Education in China, gave 
some of the results of a study of 
the securing and training of minis- 
ters for the Protestant Chureh. This 
study was made by a committee com- 
posed of Dr. Miao, Dr. T. C, Bau, and 
the Rev. Stanley Smith; " 
“Dr. Miao” said that, comparing the 
[situation in 1934 with that in 1922, 
progress was evident in that the 
feducational requirements for candi 
‘dates for the Christian ministry on 
‘the lower level of training had been 
raised and the quality of instruction 
fsomewhat improved. Co-educational 
‘opportunities for the training of 
women in this connection also had 
Increased. One result was a larger 
number of better educated Chinese 
Taywomen in the Protestant Church 
in China. In 1922, there were four~ 
teen union Protestant theological 
institutions. Of these, thirteen are 
still functioning and one other may 
‘be added in the near future. 








‘Men Falling Om 


In 1922, there were 98 college 
grade men’ in theological seminaries, 
but this number has been reduced 
to 41, or a decrease of 57-3 per cent. 
Thus: at the present juncture, only 
14 well-trained men are available 
for the Protestant ministry each 
year. In 1922, of men with a middle 
‘School and college education, there 
were 301. In 1994 this number had 
been reduced to 269, a decrease of 
31-2 per cent. During the ‘same 
period, church membership had grown 
by 17” per cent, the enroliment of 
middie schools 49 per cent, and th 

enrollment of colleges and” universi- 

ies $21 per cent, that, while the 
foutput of schools’ which might fur- 
nish candidates for the ministry has 
]grown enormously, the number of 
men actually so available has gone 
down. 

Tt was pointed out also that, while 
the ministry and the Church largely 
hhave passed out of Chinese control, 

this har had little effect on improv- 
ing the training of ministers for the 
service of the Church. . 
Dr. Luther Weigle. who is in China 
to study this problem, gave the 
Counell what he considered the 
“tentative exhibition of his present 
state “of mind.” He suggested that 
eventually the Church will have to 
foe a part of village life and noted 
that’. this is complicated by the 
extremely low economic level on 
Jwhich villagers live. He pointed 
ut. also, that he had found the idea

The water driven to the 
Induced vacuum by thé atmospheric 
pressure picks up the sand by erosion 
and a thin mixture proceeds up the 
pipe. As sand settles very easily In 

+ Water, “the excess water can” be 
drained off in the receiving vessel and 
gives little trouble. The quantity of 
sand is rarely more than 20 per cént. 
by volume of the water pumped. With 
Jets whieh will break up the material 
this type ‘also pump mud and 
this ig the local practice for emptying 
‘mud barges into shore reclamations. 

‘The rolary cutter type, of which 
there is also a new local example, 
hhas a helical cutter which breaks mud 
into. lumps go that they may be 
washed up. the suction pipe in the 
same way and here again 20 per cent. 
by volume is a good figure. ‘The 
eMuent is only sullable for reclama- 
long. on’ account of its enormous 
water content and slow separation. 
Furthermore this type of -dredger 
‘works best_on a deep short cut, 50 
that it should be moored by anchors

Local Dredger’s Prospects 

‘As much as a rate of 16,000 cuble 
yards (1,000 cuble metres) per hour 
hhas been attained ‘in this way at 
Buenos Aires. The local dredger, it 
‘is hoped, will lift at a rate of about 
6.000 yards (say 4,500 cuble metres) 
er hour. In the Yangtze only about 
one-third the working time is to be 





spent in dredging, the remainder 
being occupied in’ transport and 
dumping. 


As the Yangtze mud is heavier and 
rmer than the Buenos Aires material 
the dredger has been provided with 
about 0 per cent. more power. 

‘The drag head In the early Fruen- 
Ung dredger was placed at the stern, 
but, to give better trim. and steer- 
many modern. vessels have the 
drag in the centre. This necessitates 
‘two engine rooms and a larger per- 
sonnel, but is almost certainly pre- 
ferable from the dredging aspect.

Tariffs, Says Chairman

‘The Commissioner of Public 
Health reports:— 
A slight increase in cerebrospinal 





fever was noted, but fortunately this 
Inerease at the present moment does 
hot, seem to be of importance, 

‘The prineipal item of note was the 
unsurpassed and unexpected response 
of the Chinese community to the De- 
parlment's free vaceination campaign 
‘against smallpox, which is all the 
more gratifying" naemuch’ as this 
disease was absent, or practically 0, 

During the month 99,306 persons 
were vaccinated, no fewer than 25,090 
being done in ‘a single day, March 
16, this day, being the “Birthday of 
All Flowers," and in accordance with 
Chinese views the most. propitious 
day fon the vaccination of infants, 
These gratifying results were made 
possible by the assistance of voluntary 
workers, ‘both foreign ,and Chinese, 
to whose civic spirit an appeal had 
been made in anticipation of a heavy 
day. All anticipated figures and 
previous records were eclipsed, and 
the Agures obtained are evidence of 
the continued interest on the part of 
the public in vaceination, 

‘A. few historical {acls may, there- 
fore, be of interest, Inthe early 
‘days of the Settlement the Health 
Officer had to do a good deal. of 
loner work in order to popularize 
vaceination in Shanghai. Free vac- 
clnation was first provided by “the 
Couneit in 1870, and in the same year 
the Taotal issued a proclamation pro- 
hibiting the use of the old-fashioned 
inoculation methods. In 1694 the 
[Council authorized the opening of 
the first vaccination stations which 
had the active support of the local 
[Chinese authorities. 

absence of compulsory 
measures, progress by education and 
persuasive ‘measures wes slow, and 
during 1910 only 4,600 persons’ were 
vaccinated by the’ Department, 
though the vaccination. stations had 
‘been increased four-fold.. These 
figures contrast. markedly with the 
present yearly total, which averages 
2 quarter of a million. 

Since 1910 approximately 1,435,000 
free vaccinations have been perform- 
fed by the Department and, calculat- 
Ing the quantities of smallpox vaccine 

a gratis to hospitals and various 
Philanthropic bodies, the total number 
‘of persons protected against smallpox. 
must exceed two and a half millions, 

However encouraging the above 
results may appear, it should be re 
membered that the enormous tranetent 
population in Shanghai will always 
provide a reservoir of potential in- 
fection, “thereby necessitating un- 
remitting activity in vaccination 
work.

Exacting Criteria

Sim—With reference to the matter 
of certificates awarded by various 
bodies for proficiency in commercial 
subjects, those which carry or should 
carry most weight in Shanghal are 
from the British Chamber of Com- 
merce.

Inquest on Mr. N. G, MacDonald 


Death due to misadventure caused 
by a ricochet bullet fired by CP.C. 
2241 was the verdict brought in by 
the Coroner Mr. C. H. Haines, at th 
loge of the inquest on the late Mr. 
Nathaniel Gilston MacDonald in HM. 
Police Court on ‘Thursday. 

‘The deceased was employed by the 
New. Engineering & Shipbuilding 
Works, and died on April 9. 

‘Medical and police evidence was 
iven on Tuesday afternoon, April 
when the inquest had been re- 
sumed. 

‘The frst witness t be called on Tues- 
day was Dr. C. Bennett, superintend- 
fent of the General Hospital. He 
stated that he examined the body of 
the deceased on April 9 at 7.30 an. 
and found him to be dead. He thought 
that death had taken place fifteen to 
twenty minutes before he made his 
examination. Dr, Bennett sald he also 
noticed whai he took to be a gun shot 
wound in the upper part of the left 
chest of the deceased. 

‘The postem mortem examination of 
the deceased was conducted by Dr. 
S.K. Squires, the next witness to be 
called. He identified the bullet, which 
he took from the body of the deceased, | 
‘and said that it had passed completely. 
through the chest and come to rest in 
the tissues of the right arm. 

‘The wound was either caused by a 
direct hit from a distant range or by 
a ricochet ata closer range, sald Dr. 
Squires, who gave as his reason the 
fact that the bullet was not travelling 
fat a great velocity, because it came to 
rest on the inside’ of the bone of the 
right forearm. Dr. Squires explained 
‘that the course of the bullet showed 
that It only passed through a. small 
quantity of bone. The only two hard 
substances it hit were he left. rib-

‘The Coroner drew the attention of 
Dr, Squires to the blunt end of bullet 
and certain streaks on it and Dr.

Tt would be possible Dr. Squires 
a for a man, wounded as the de- 
ceased was, to walk a few yards be- 
fore he collapsed.

‘Thomas B. Dunn, who performed an 
autopay on the body at the request 0: 
{the Coroner, stated that there was no 
doubt whaiever in his mind that 
death was. caused” from pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

‘Testimony by the Chinese woman 
who notified American Consular of- 
ints of Me. Mincy's death early on 
‘Saturday afternoon revealed that the 
late Mr. Mincy had been sent 0 hos- 
pital by the US. Navy, and that he 
Was honorably discharged on Decem 
ber 3, 1082. He returned to China, 
Jand_was living in a Chinese dwelling 
at Lane 1, House 7, Arthur 
‘a the time of his death. The woman, 
Huei ‘Hwa, stated that he asked her 
to call a’ doctor, but that he died 
efore she could ‘leave the room. 

He had. been ill for five years, she 
said, adding that he had not seen a 
@octor for’ abou a year and had 
taken medicine which he asked, her 
to buy afler reading about it in w 
Rewspaper. She declared that she 
hhad taken care of him constantly for 
the period of his iness, and that he 
hag “fallen “il each February, late: 
being able to leave his bed. This 
‘year, he had remained bedridden. 

Sgt. F. O. Guess reported that_his 
investigation resulted from a notifica- 
tion of the death of the late Mr-

Appeal on Futures Transaction 


Confirmation of a judgment render. 
ed by the Lower Court in favour of 
fan American firm is contained in an 
Important decision just delivered by 
the Second Branch Kiangsu High 
Court, awarding $13,508 damages to 
‘Messrs, Rosenfeld & Son, 113 Kiu- 
Klang Road, against Mr, L. Z. Koo. 
‘Messrs. Rosenfeld & Son brought an 
action in the Settlement Chinese 
Court for the recovery of $14,928 a1 
Yosses alleged to have been sustained 
‘on three contracts ventered Into. by 
Mr, Koo for the purchase of cotton 
and wheat on the New York Ex 
change. ‘The firm alleged that a yotal 
of 1,000 bales of cotton and 25,000 
Dushels of wheat were bought, due 
at future dates, that prices of ‘these 
ommodities dropped, that they were 
compelled to sell them, and thereby 
suffered losses amounting to $14,928. 
‘The Lower Court gave a decision in 
favour of the firm for $14,508, where- 
‘upon Mr. Koo, who contended the 
‘transactions were xambling, appealed 
1 the High Court, which now has 
Aismissed ‘his appeal. 

‘The High Court's judgment stated 
that Mr, Koo's appeal was based on 
three grounds, namely, (1) the con 
‘tracts of sale ‘and purchase are gam 
ling; (@) they are contrary to the 
Provisions of the Exchange Law; and 
‘@) the antracts have not yet come 
into foree, because the mat 
not been ‘paid. The ruling continu. 
ea 

“tn the contracts, the respondents 
declared ‘that actual delivery of the 
goods was contemplated and the ap- 
pellants agreed. It is, therefore, pos- 
sible for the ‘appellant to asic for 
Selivery. of goods after maturity. 
Prices of the cotton and wheat were 
provided for in the contracts, and 
the quality of the goods is acdord- 
ing to the standard provided for by 
the Ministry of Agriculture of the 
USA. Tnasmuch as the price, qual- 
ity, and the terms of delivery were 
stipulated, ‘they are naturally. trans- 
factions with definite terms. The con- 
tention of the appellant that they are 
gambling transactions is quite with 
‘out. foundation. 

“With regard to the second point, 
‘the appellant instructed the respond- 
cents to buy cotton and wheat from 
‘the exchanges of New York and Chi- 
cago. Although the act of instruct 
ing was done in Shanghai, the act 
buying and selling was done in the 
Exchanges of the US.A, so it is im- 
Possible 't> soply the provisions of 
the Chinese Exchange Law. Moreover, 
Jin the contracts for the purchase of 
cotton ‘between the parties, it is 
‘Set out that it is entirely subject to 
the’ rules and regulations of ‘the 
Cotton Exchennge of New Yori and 
Act of Cotton Futures of the USA. 
‘and in the contract for purchase of 
wheat it Is set out that the regula 
tions and Act of the Department of 
Commerce of Chicago are to apply. 
Tt is then very apparent — that 
American law is to apply according 
to the idea of the parties. 

“With regard to the third point, the| 
contracts cannot be taken to mean 
that they come into effect on condi- 
tion that the margin is paid. ‘The 
appellant is under obligation to pay; 
margin according to the contracts and 
cannot maintain that the contracts 
have not come into effect by making | 
pretext that the margin has not been 
aid. Moreover, the appellant has| 
already paid $7,200 of margin, a fact

President Roosevelt Narrowing Activities of Electric 
Holding Companies 
Pron 0:8 Own Compsronon 


Washington, Apr. 2. 

President Roosevelt has ‘ceased his 
“terroristic and punitive attack upon 
‘business” with one notable exception. 
Hils campaign against the electric 
holding company is as vigorous as, 
ever. Private electric light and. 
power compantes, providing they are 
‘operating companies, may pass muse 
ter, but the big fnaneial corporations 
Jormed to buy up and control the 
‘operating companies are in the Presi- 
dent's eyes not only useless but dan- 
gerous. They do not lead to more 
efficient service, and they exercise 
far too much power 

‘Tho President not only pleases the| 
Soclalist fringe who believe in govern- 
‘ment ownership.by this attitude but 
also the old fashioned Uberals, such 
fas Senator Borah, who dislike bigness 
‘a5 such and consider execessive size 
to be an evil in itself. The President 
‘wishes to retain the support of as 
many of these old allies as possible, 
while making his play for business 
co-operation. Without business co 
operation recovery will be impossible 
In the next fourteen months and un- 
less there are signs of recovery within 
that time the President's chances of 
re-election are small, But they wil! 
be small also if the 





is playing a difficult game and in 
taekling the holding companies it is 
now evident that he understimated 
the number of people who held shares 
Jn these companies and who are kiek- 
ing vigorously against the fallin 
value of their in investments. 


Holding Company's Use 

‘The huge holding company is a 
modern development. In the early. 
days of the present century destruc- 
tive competition between electric light 
land power companies was. repla 
‘by the grant of a monopoly or “fran- 
cchise” to some single concern. In re- 
tum for the franchise the company 
submitted to control of its rates. The 
second stage in. the development of 
the electrical industry took place be- 
tween 1910 and 1920. “Small local 
operating companies were bought up. 
‘by corporations formed specially for 
‘the purpose of buying them up. Some. 
slates did not allow a corporation to 
hold stock in another corporation but 
moat did. Holding companies acquired 
operating companies, or acquired 9 
controlling share in them without at 
‘rst. arousing much opposition. Tha: 
holding companies fulfilled a useful 
function, Expert) management _was| 
provided small companies which 
would otherwise have been unable 
to afford it, operating expenses were 
reduced and the polled resources of 
the various small operating com:

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INCONSEQUENCES 


By Lareaton 


Neatly 100 years ago Robert 
Fortune, who was Superintendent of 
the Indoor Depart of the Royal 
Horticultural Society's Garden at. 
Chiswick, was given a commission, 
which took him to China as col~ 
lector for the Society. He arrived 
here at the end of 1843, just after 
the principal treaty ports hhad been 
declared open to foreign trade. He 
returned to England three years 
later, after numerous adventures, 
but with a large number of plants, 
comprising specimens about which 
little had been previously known. 
to Western botanists, Among them 
were the double yellow rose, the 
palm, and many varieties of 
azaleas, tree peonies and chrysan~ 
themums, 





Fortune came to China again and| 
has left records of those later| 
journeys. His first book, “Three| 
‘Years’ Wanderings in the Northern| 
Provinces of China,” has been re~ 
cently reprinted in a special limited. 
edition by the University Press’ in 
‘Shanghai, and it Is appropriate that, 
Shanghai should pay this honour to| 
4 Victorian pioneer, because he in- 
cluded in his book, pleasant re- 
miniscences of this port. 


Incidentally, he had a shrewd 
perception of Shanghai's future 
greatness even so long ago as 1843, 
for at the end of his account of his 
first visit he remarks: 

‘Soo-chow-fu seems to be the great 
‘emporium of the central provinces 
of China, for which it is peculiarly 
‘well fitied by its situation, ‘Tho 
trade of Ning-po, Hang-chow, 

+ Shanghae, and many other towns 

fon the ‘south: Ching-kiang-f00, 
‘Nanking, and even Peking llselt on. 
the north, all centres here, and all 
these places are connected olther 
by the Grand Canal, or by the 
hundreds of sinals of lesser note, 
which ramity over all this part of 
the empire, Shanghae, from its 
favourable position as regards Soo- 
chow, will doubtless become one 
doy a place of vast importance, in 
® commercial point of view, both 

‘regards Europe and America. 
Although Fortune came primarily 

as a botanist, he was a man of acute 
observation, "and his book is not 
confined to his botanical discoveries. 

He seems to have had a remarkable 
sift of making friends wherever he 

Went, and in those distant days he 

was able to travel freely, often in 

Chinese dress, and despite the 

paucity of his 'Chinese vocabulary, 

to make himself understood. 


A part of his mission was con- 
‘cerned with the tea plant, and when 
in Shanghai he came to the con- 
clusion that: 
all the green teas, and per- 
‘ups the greatest portion "of 
‘the ‘black, can be brought to. 
‘Shanghae at less expense than they 
can be taken to Canton, or any ot 
the other southern towns, excopt, 
perhaps, Ning-po; and as the tea: 
men incur less risk in taking thelr 
money home from the North, owing 
+ to the peaceable nature of the in- 
habitants, this will be another very 
great inducement to bring. their 
‘teas to Shanghae, 1 am aware that 
people generally suypose the black-| 
tea districts to be nearer the port| 
of Foo-chow-foo than either Ning- 
po or Shanghae; but it must be re- 
collected that very few of the black 
teas now imported to England are 
from tho Bohee hills, as these teas 
fare considered coarser, and much 
inferior in quality to other kinds, 
which are from a very, different 
country, much farther to the north, 
and on the northern side of the 
great mountain range. 
Even in those days the 
portance of Shanghai as a port was 
apparent to the new arrival. In 
going up the river towards the 
town, Robert Fortune's eye caught 
what’ he described as a forest of 
masts. Junks came from all parts: 
of the coast, from the southern pro- 
vinces, from Shanghai and Pechili, 
as well as from Singapore and 
the Malay Islands, and, of course, 
the Yangtze, as’ now, provided. 
‘Shanghai with a wonderful means 
fof access to the interior. 
So many Shanghailanders seem 
to be under the impression that] 
































flowers in Shanghai are a com- 
paratively modern importation, that 
Fortune's experiences are "well 
worth noting. During his visit to| 
‘Shanghai in the winter of 1843 he 
purchased a collection of tree 
Peonies. Going out into the 
country a short distance from 
‘Shanghai, he met a garden labourer 
with @ load of peonies, all in full 
flower: 





+The flowers were very large 
find "fine, and the colours were 
dark purples, lilacs, and deep reds 
kinds ‘of ‘which the very existence 
had always been doubted in Eng- 
land, and which are never seen 
even at Canton. ‘Two. English 
gentlemen “who were excellent 
Chinese scholars, being with me at 
the time, we soon found out the 
ame of’ the Moutan district; and 
from the state of the roots in the| 
man’s basket, Iwas quite certain 
that the planis had not been more 
than an hour or two out of the 
ground, and that consequently the 
place where they were grown could 
not be more than six or eight miles 
from Shanghee, a surmise which T 
afterwards found to be perfectly 
correct... 


Shanghai, too, gave him some 
very distinct and beautiful azaleas, 
‘as well as many other plants of an 
ornamental character which he was| 
not able to describe. Mr. E. S, 
Wilkinson would have found Robert 
Fortune an admirable pupil. For 
he was a determined explorer of 
the walks round Shanghai and 
jespecially the Shanghai Hills, and 
without a copy of “Shanghai 
Country’ Walks” at his disposal 
he did extraordinarily well. He 
procured a pony and a pocket com= 
pass and started off on a voyage of 
discovery. The Shanghai Hills, he 
earned, were in a westerly direc- 
tion, whither he rode for about 
eight or ten miles: 

‘The compass was my only 














guide in going and also in finding 
my way back again; the roads were | 





‘enough to keep on the form 
long as I did 30, T got easily over 
the numerous canals which intersect 
the country in all directions, ‘be- 
cause wherever these are crossed 
by the main road, good substantial 
stone bridges are erected. At last 
T got a glimpse of the hills in the 
distance, and in my anxiety to take 
the shortest road, 1 lost sight of the 
highway, and got entangled amongst 
Dbyways and canals 
In this difficult position he no 

longer met substantial bridges, but 

narrow and rotten wooden ‘con- 
traptions in which his pony's feet 
were constantly getting entangled. 

At last catastrophe overcame him: 

... At length we eame to one 
much worse than the others, and 
although T got off and did every- 
‘thing to persuade the pony to follow 
‘me over it, with great reluctance 
the attempted to do so, but when 
about the centre of the bridge, his 
feet got fast in the rotten planking, 
and in the struggle to free himeelf 

the centre gave way; I had just 

‘time to spring to the bank, when 
the bridge and pony both fell into 
the canal. Luckily for me the poor 
animal swam to the side I was on, 
‘and allowed me to catch him when 
the got out of the water: he was 
‘completely covered with mud, and 
my saddle and bridle were, of 
course, in a sad condition... 

‘The Shanghai Paper Hunt would 

have had a worthy recruit in this 

Chiswick botanist, although he 

admits that after this experience he 

never went off the main road on.

Another adventure from Shang- 
‘hai started early in the morning 
‘and enabled him to reach the hills 
the same evening: 

<-.... ‘The country through which 

passed was rich and fertile, cotton. 

forming the staple production of 
the flelds in the nelghourhood of 

Shanghae. After passing the cotton 

district, I came into a tract of: 

country in which a cruciferous: 
plant ‘seemed to be principally’ 
cultivated. From this plant a kind 

Of indigo ‘or blue dye is prepared; 

it is called Tein-ching by the Chin- 

ese. Very large quantities of this 
substance are brought to Shanghas, 

‘and all the other ‘wns in the north 

of China, where it is used in dyeing 

the blue cotton cloth, which forms 





produces this dye, and as these are’ 
now in flower in the gardens of 
the Horticultural Society, the 
Proper scientific name of the. plant 
will soon be ascertained. 

‘The name of this new species 
turned out eventually to be Isatis 
indigotica. 


Fortune had heard many tales of 

Soochow as being an earthly 

paradise, so he made an effort to! 

visit it in disguise, with satisfactory 
results, for he was able to procure 
some new plants: 

“ sesse- Among these I may notice in 
passing a white Glycine, a fine new 
double yellow rose, and’a Gardenia 
with large white blossoms, tike a 
Corellia, ‘These plants are now in| 
‘England, and will soon be met with| 
in every garden in the country. 
‘The Soochow nurseries abounded. 
in dwarf trees, many of which were 
very curious and old, two properties: 
to which the Chinese attach far: 
greater importance than we do in| 
England, 

The climate in Shanghai seemed 
to the traveller to be very much 
(Uke that of the south of England 
or France. As for the summer, he| 
was not at all overcome by ‘the 
heat, for although he admitted that 
Shanghai was hotter than his own’ 
native land, he went on to say that 
it 











sssee used always to remind me 
£2 ie beaut summers we nave 

England once in every 
twelve years. 

So scepticism on the reality of the 
English summer was prevalent oven 
in the early days of good Queen 
Victoria. 

His three years’ wanderings ‘ook 
him much farther afleld than the 
Shanghai hills. He had landed at| 
Hongkong originally, been through 
‘Amoy, and reached Ningpo after 
travelling a good deal of Chekiang, 
‘not without exitement, for at Chimoo 
he was attacked and robbed by the 
Jocal bandits. He had to admit 
‘that his servant had given him good 
warning, which had been dis- 
regarded, but the adventure seems 
to have ended with only a moderate 
amount of damage to either side. 

As the man who eventually in- 
troduced the tea plant into India, 
/Fortune naturally gives many pages 
of his fascinating record to an ac- 
count of the various kinds of China 
teas. He describes the processes. 
connected with the plant in detail 
‘and his book throws an interesting 
ight on the English taste for tea in 
‘those days: 

I have stated that the plants 
grown in the district of Chekiang 
Produce green teas, but ft must not 
be supposed that they are the gree! 
teas which are exported to England. 
‘The leaf has a much more natural 
‘colour, and has little or none of what. 
‘we call the “beautiful bloom” upon 
it, which de so much admired in 
Europe and America. There is now 
‘no doubt that all these “blooming” 
green teas which ae manufac- 
tured at Canton, are dyed. with 
prussian blue and gypsum, to 
Siut the. taste of the 
foreign "barbarians." indeed, the 
process may ve seen any ' day, 
during the season, by those who will 
tive themselves the trouble to sock 
atter it. 

In Fortune's opinion, the Chinese 
taste, which rejected the use of 
these dyed teas, was more correct, 
although he did not consider that| 
the dye produced bad effects upon. 
the ‘consumer. 

In due course he came back to 
‘Shanghai for a second visit after he 
had covered more of the north of 
China and, in fact, had also visited 
Manila, where he had discovered, 
many valuable plants, including the 
‘Queen of the Orchids. He gives an 
‘enthusiastic description of his dis- 
covery:

THOUSAND MILES THROUGH CHEKIANG 


Mr. Horace Kadoorie’s Impressions of Wonderful 
Motor Trip: Scenery and Adventure 


Nearly a thousand miles through 
Chekiang Province were covered last 
week by Mr. Horace Kadoorle, who| 
discovered mild adventure as well as 
‘magnificent scenery along a route he 
describes as well worth a visit. Leav- 
ing Shanghai in a hrysler car, Me 
Kadoorle broke it in with @ trip to 
Hangchow, quite unaware of the 
sensation it was later to cause, for, 
once he was, deep, into the provines

When he reached Shanghai for 
the return journey to England, he 
‘was by no means fit, for his travels. 
had brought on fever which had 
‘been accentuated by an encounter 
with pirates, and he paid a warm 
tribute to the hospitality and kind~ 
ly treatment he received from 
‘Shanghai before he sailed. His 
‘friend .Mr. Mackenzie, and the skill 
‘of Dr. Kirk, put him in good shape 
for the journey back 





He was particularly pleased by 
discovering in Shanghai a fine 
variety of peach which came on 
the market about the middle of 
‘August and remained in perfection 
for about ten days. Trees of this 
particular fruit was taken by him 
to London and planted in the 
Horticultural Society's garden. And 
he paid this final tribute to the 
north of China, as he left Shanghai 
for home: 

so+s.- As T went down the river, 1 

could’ not but look around me with 

pride and satisfaction; for in this 
part of the country 1 had found 
the finest plants in my collections. 

Tes only the patient botanical col- 

lector, the object of whose un- 

inlermitted labour is the introduc. 
tion of the more valuable trees and 
shrubs of other countries into his 

‘own, who can appreciate what I 

then felt. 

It is pleasant to know that his 
plants were quite happy in their! 
English homes and from his im- 
portations specimens were dis~ 
tributed to some of the principal 
‘gardens of Europe. At Oxford, St. 
John’s College boasts of a garden 
which has plants from all over the 
world, and/among these plants prob- 
ably Will be found some which 
‘came from China through Robert 
Fortune's travels. He finished his 
book on October 20, 1846, with the 
professional remark: 

va.recthe Anemone japonica is in 

fait “bloom in ‘the garden of the 
Society at Chiswick, as luxuriant 
and beautiful as it ever grew on 
the graves of the Chinese, near the 
ramparts of Shanghae. 





‘These three fruitful years of 
travel in China came to a peaceful 
end in Chiswick’s delectable rust! 
city. 


boats Mr. Kadoorié motored, follow- 
ing a route to Kikow, Sinchang, and 
‘Tientai, and discovering a scenic 
spot of rare beauty near Kikow. Only 
praise was to be heard from the 
traveller when he described the en 
gineering skill responsible for the 
fhainpin turns along the road through 
the ‘mountain ranges in that section 
of Chekiang. Magnificent “azalea 
trees, more than 20 ft, high, of varied 
ccolourings, made the trip'mpre en- 
chanting. 

Near Tientai, a Buddhist monastery 
provided shelter for the tourist. Its 
‘monks, thoroughly appreciative of 
‘natural Joveliness, impose a fine of 
$2 upon any who’ dare mar a single 
branch of the azalea trees. ‘This ac- 
‘ounts, in Mr. Kadoorle's opinion, for 
‘the glorious trees dotting the coun: 
‘ry. Courteous offelais “do all” in 
their power to aid the tourist, while 
feverywhere along the way "Mr, 
‘Kadaorie found officials of the Tourist 
Bureau of the Chekiang Reconstrue- 
‘tion Commission more. than willing 
to lend assistance wherever possible.

Mr. I. Komor Tells of Growth Since 1896: Stories of 
Early Theatrical Shows 


Mr. I, Komor, of 92. Amherst 
‘Avenue, has watched Shanghal grow 
‘nee 1806" when he frst came here 
from Hungary for Kuhn & Co. He 
‘has ‘seen many changes, but that 
which seems to impress’ him most 
{snot what has changed, but what 
‘has femained unchanged—to wit, the 
tram and systems. Not that 
there were any trams or buses in 
1896, but the years went by much 
faster ‘Mr. Komor’ thinks, and 
iife ‘was afer and simpler, "even 
Considering the Mixed Court riots of| 
1906—the tram-tines started in 1907. 

“Everything cost. about one-third 
‘what it does to-day," he said. “Rents 
‘and taxes were just one-third. Shang- 
hal was alittle village, bounded by 
Range Road, the Point, Bubbling Well 
Road, and Jessfeld. We used to go 
‘out atter our work was fin'shed and 
@rive in carriages to St. George's, 
where we would leave the carriage 
and walk in the country.  Everyone| 
kept a carriage, because a pony w:th 
mafoo cost only $18 a month, The 
atreels were very narrow, and still 
are, but otherwise they have changed | 
very much, because in those days| 
there were very few European women 
in Shanghai, and the Chinese girls 
hardly ever came out into the streets.”
